Indianapolis.—Chairman Edwin Lee 
has received highly encouraging re­ 
ports from a large num ber of the party 
leaders who spent last week attending 
organization m eetings throughout the 
state. 
Meetings were held in the 
various counties and there was plenty 
of talk regarding organization m at­ 
ters and general outline for the work­ 
ing end 
the campaign. 
Chairman Lee adopted a 
unique 
plan. 
He arranged to have a series of 
92 meetings within one w eek—some­ 
thing th a t has never been attem pted 
before by any political organization. 
He was able, however, to carry out 
tho plan because party w orkers gen­ 
erally showed a disposition to 
co­ 
operate and go their limit to help get 
the campaign under way. 
Chairman Lee and other well-known 
party w orkers have been confident for 
a 
long 
tim e 
th at 
the 
sentim ent 
throughout the state is favorable to 
the Republican party and the only 
drawback m ight be the disposition of 
many not to go to the polls. 
The o r­ 
ganization m eetings were largely for 
the purpose of arousing interest that 
will continue until the polls close. 
According to information Chairman 
Lee has received from men who at­ 
tended these conferences, the interest 
manifested was very deep, and much 
enthusiasm w*as shown in practically 
every county. 
The reports brought 
into headquarters show7 th a t the work­ 
ers are In entire sym pathy with the 
plan of cam paign adopted up to this 
time, and th a t there is no ground 
w hatever for the foolish talk by the 
Democrats th a t the Republican party 
is split from top to bottom. 
On the 
contrary, this series 
of 
meetings 
shows th at the Republican party has 
not been in b ette r condition for a long 
time. 
Old Organization Men Active.

However, there

reports of the Democrats to the con­ 
trary. 
Talk of Defection Is False. 
As the campaign progresses it is 
plain th at all of the talk of disaffec­ 
tion In the ran k s of the Republicans 
has Come from the Democrats and a 
few of the Republicans th a t have not 
been able to get what they 
w a n t 
W hen men like Goodrich and H em en­ 
way say th at they are for the party 
as usual and th at they are going to do 
w hatever they can, it shows th a t 
there is no disaffection tn the party as 
the Democrats have indicated. 
A great deal bas been said by the 
Democrats and others about form er 
Congressm an Jam es E. W atson, can­ 
didate for governor two years ago, in­ 
tending to do all he could to defeat 
the ticket this fall. 
Mr. W atson has 
written Chairm an Lee a letter stating 
that as soon as he 
com pletes 
his 
speaking tour under the auspices of 
the national com m ittee 
he 
will 
be 
pleased to participate in the 
cam ­ 
paign in Indiana. 
One of the cheering bits of infor­ 
mation th at Chairm an I^ee has been 
able to give out in the past week is 
that former Vice-President Fairbanks 
has assured him th at he is going to 
take an active part in the Indiana 
campaign. 
W hile Mr. F airbanks has 
not been active in organization m at­ 
ters for a num ber of years owing to 
the position th at he has held in pub­ 
lic life at W ashington, he is as much 
Interested in the success of the Re­ 
publican party as before. When Chair­ 
man Lee called upon him at his resi­ 
dence a few days ago the form er vice­ 
president said that it would 
be a 
great pleasure to htflp his party as 
heretofore. 
He has e.ccepted Invita 
tions to m ake several speeches 
In 
other states, but as soon as he has 
eked these engagem ents he will de 


vote his entire tim e to Indiana. 
Many of the counties have asked for 
speeches by the form er v ic e president 
and there is no doubt w hatever th a t 
his efforts will go a long way to con­ 
tribute to the success of the ticket, 
It Is expected th at he will enter the 
campaign shortly after it is opened 
during the second week in September. 
Beveridge Ready for Battle. 
Senator Beveridge, who is spending 
the sum m er at Dublin, N. IL, is ar­ 
ranging his speeches there for the 
opening of the campaign. 
He writes 
some of his friends here th a t he is in 
fine physical condition and expects to 
be able to m ake a thorough canvass 
of the state. 
He will return to In­ 
dianapolis about the first of Septem ­ 
ber, and will probably deliver his key­ 
note address about Septem ber 15 or 
16. 
The exact date and place have 
not been selected but th at m atter will 
be taken up shortly after his return. 
State Senator W illiam E. Springer 
of Elizabethtown has 
accepted 
the 
chairm anship of the speakers’ bureau 
of th e Republican 
state 
com m ittee 
and is now' in charge of th at im portant 
feature of the campaign. 
Senator 
Springer is now getting in touch with 
the men who are expected to take 
active part in the speaking campaign, 
and within the next three weeks he 
will arrange many meetings. 
A rrangem ents have been completed 
for the coming 
of 
Col. 
Theodore 
Roosevelt to Indianapolis October 13. 
Chairman 
W allace 
of 
the 
Marion 
county Republican com m ittee which 
has charge of the program has de­ 
cided that the m eeting shall be held 
on the north side of the Federal build­ 
ing 
opposite 
University 
park. 
A 
stand will be erected there from which 
Colonel 
Roosevelt 
can 
address 
a 
crowd of fo.000 people. 
The point is 
central and will be easy for out-of- 
town delegation to find. Inquiries re­ 
ceived at headquarters indicate that 
great interest is m anifested all over 
the state over the coming of Colonel 
Roosevelt and his 
speech 
will

birds and books, I know a good deal 
about English birds as they appear in 
books. 
I know the lark of Shake­ 
speare and Shelley and the Ettrick 
Shepherd; I know the inghtingale of 
Milton and K eats; I 
know 
W ords­ 
w orth’s. cuckoo; I know 
mavis 
and 
merile singing in the m erry green wood 
of the old ballads; I know Jenny W ren 
and Cock Robin of the nursery books. 
Therefore I have alw ays much desired 
to hear the birds in real life; and the 
opportunity offered last June. 
As I 
could snatch but a few hours from 
a 
very exacting round of pleasures and 
duties, it was necessary for me to be 
with some companion who could iden­ 
tify both song and singer. 
In 
Sir 
Edward Grey, a keen lover of outdoor 
life in all its phases, and a delight­ 
ful companion, who knows the song3 
and w ays of English birds as very few 
do know them, I found the best pos­ 
sible guide. 
We left London on the morning 
of 
June 9, 24 hours before I sailed from 
Southampton. 
G etting off the train at 
Basingstoke, we drove to the pretty, 
smiling valley of the lichen. 
Here 
we tram ped for three or four hours, 
then again drove, this tim e to the edge 
of the New Forest, where we 
first 
took tea at an inn, and then tramped 
through the forest to an inn on its oth­ 
er side, at Brockenhurst. 
At the con­ 
clusion of our wTalk 
my 
companion 
made a list of the birds we had seen,- 
puttlng 
an 
asterisk 
opposite 
those 
which we had beard sing. 
There were 
41 of the former and 23 of the latter, 
as follows: 
•Thrush, ‘ Blackbird, ‘ Lark, ‘ Yellow 
H am m er, 
‘ Robin, 
‘ W ren, 
‘ Golden

The bird that most Impressed 
me 
on my walk was the blackbird. 
I had 
already heard nightingales In abun­ 
dance near Lake Como, and bad also 
listened to larks, but I had never heard 
either the blackbird, the song thrush, 
or the black cap w arbler; and while I 
knew all three were good 
singers, 
I did 
not know w hat really 
beau­ 
tiful singers they 
W'ere. 
Blackbirds 
were very abundant, and they played a 
prom inent part in the chorus which we 
heard throughout the day on 
every 
hand, though perhaps loudest the fol­ 
lowing morning a t dawn. 
In its habits 
and m anners, the blackbird strikingly 
resem bles our A m erican robin, and in­ 
deed looks exactly like a robin, with 
a yellow bill and coal-black plumage. 
It hops everyw here over the lawns, 
Just as our robin does, and It lives in 
nests in the gardens in the same fash­ 
ion. 
Its song has a general 
resem ­ 
blance to th at of our robin, but many 
of the notes are far more 
musical, 
more like those of our wood thrush. 
Indeed there were individuals among 
those we heard certain of whose notes 
seem ed to me alm ost to equal in point 
of melody the chimes of the 
wood 
thrush; and the highest possible praise 
for any song bird is to liken its song 
to th a t of the wood thrush or herm it 
thrush. 
I certainly do not think th a t 
the blackbird has received full justice 
in the books. 
I knew th a t it was 
a 
singer, but I really had no idea how 
fine a singer he was. 
I suppose one of 
hi, troubles has been his name, ju st 
as with our own cat bird. 
W hen 
he 
appears in the ballads as the merle, 
bracketed with his cousin, the mavis, 
the song thrush, it is far easier to rec- 
tgnize him as the m aster singer th at 
he is. 
It is a fine thing for England 
to have such an asset of the country- 
iide, a bird so common, so much in evi­ 
dence, so fearless, and such a really 
beautiful singer. 
The most musical singer we heard 
was the black cap w arbler. 
To 
my 
my ear Its song seemed more musical 
than that of the nightingale. 
It was 
astonishingly powerful for so small a 
bird; in volume and continuity it does 
not come up to the 
songs 
of 
the 
thrushes and of certain other birds, 
but in quality, as an Isolated 
bit of 
melody, it can hardly be surpassed. 
Among the minor singers the robin 
*as noticeable. 
We all know 
this 
pretty little bird from the books, and 
I was prepared to find bim as friendly 
and attractiv e as he proved to be, but 
I bad not realized bow well he sang.

Th i song of the wren in ter­ 
ested me much, because it was not in 
the least like that of our house wrens, 
but, on the contrary, like that of our 
w inter wren. 
The them e is the sam e 
as the w inter wren's, but the song did 
not seem to me to be so brilliantly m u­ 
sical as 
‘rat of the tiny singer of the 
north w 
is. 
The sedge w arbler sang 
in the th.* k reeds a m ocking ventrilo- 
quial lay, which rem inded me at times 
of the less pronounced parts of 
our 
yellow 
breasted 
c h a t’s 
song. 
The 
cu 2koo’s cry was singularly attractive 
and musical, far m ore so than the 
rolling, many times repeated, note of 
our rain-crow. 
Ten days later, at Sagam ore Hill, I 
was am ong ray own birds, and was 
much Interested aa I listened to and 
ooked at them in rem em bering 
the 
notes and actions of the birds I had 
seen in England. 
On the evening of 
the first day I sat 
in 
my 
rocking 
chair on the broad veranda, looking 
across the sound tow ards the glory of 
the sunset. 
The thickly grassed hill­ 
side sloped down in front of me to a 
belt of forest from which rose the 
golden, leisurely chim ing of the wood 
thrushes, 
chanting 
their 
vespers; 
through the still air came the warble 
of vireo and tanager; and after night­ 
fall we heard the flight song of an 
-aven bird from the sam e belt of tim ­ 
ber. 
Overhead an oriole sang in the 
weeping elm, now and then breaking 
his song to scold like an overgrown 
wren. 
Song sparrow s and cat birds 
sang in the shrubbery; one robin had 
built its nest over the front, and one 
over the back door, and there was a 
chippy’s nest in the w isteria vine 
by 
the porch. 
During the next 24 hours I 
saw and heard, eith er right around the 
house or while w alking down to bathe 
through the woods, the following

John B urroughs' lite work Is 
beginning to have its full effect 
In 
m any different lines. 
When ho first 
wrote there were few men of letters 
in our country who knew 
n atu re 
at 
first hand. 
Now there are many who 
delight in our birds, who know their 
songs, who keenly love all th a t belongs 
to out-of-doors life. 
For instance, Mad­ 
ison Cawein and E rn e st McGaffy have 
for a num ber of years w ritten of our 
woods and fields, of the birds and the 
flowers, as only those can write who 
join to love of n atu re the gift of 
ob­ 
servation and the gift of description. 
Mr. Cawein is a K entuckian; and 
an­ 
other Kentuckian, Miss Julia Stockton 
Dinsmore, in the 
little 
volume 
of

Postal Deficit Cut $10,000,000. 
More than $10,000,000 reduction in 
the postal deficit was made in the 
first nine months of the fiscal y ear 
just ended, according to final returns 
received by Postmaster General Hitch­ 
cock from the auditor for the post- 
office department. 
Such a reduction 
is unprecedented in the history of the 
department. 
The deficit for the nine months was 
$2,709 ,000, as ag ainst $12,8 32,000 in 
the same period of the preceding fis­ 
cal y ear.

31, the postal service earned a surplus 
of $1,363,000, the revenue for the q uar­

Ten thou sand farm ers and 
their wives gathered in a grove of tall, 
gracefu l maple trees and sat and wait­ 
ed for the colonel to hit Su nny Jim 
They did not have long to wait and 
they roared with delight when it came 
The occasion was the second annu al 
picnic of the H erk im er and Oneida 
Grangers. 
Ostensibly it was a tim e for farm 
talk exclu sively, bu t Mr. Roosevelt 
had other things on his mind, follow­ 
ing political events of yesterday. 
The 
colonel, after he got throu gh with 
political stab, devoted himself to an 
interesting delivery of a speech on 
things which the farm ers ou ght to do. 
Mr. Roosevelt, as he arose to speak , 
swept his eye over the pictu resqu e 
crowd which was settled down for the 
featu re of the picnic, and it rested u pon 
S enator 
Davenport. 
T he 
colonel 
beamed. 
He faced his au dience. 
“I am glad to seee on the platform," 
he 
shou ted, 
‘‘Senator 
Davenport.” 
T he seats shook and the crowd gave 
the senator a hand greater even than 
T. R. received. 
It was a real ovation. 
Dayenport, ardent su pporter of direct 
prim aries. Hu ghes man, and a bitter 
foe of Sherman, who has been w'ork 
ing to throw him ou t and has repu di­ 
ated him, was confu sed. 
He had not 
estim ated his popu larity, apparently. 
“I am glad,” the colonel continu ed, 
i when the cheering had ceased, ‘‘be­ 
cau se the only k ind of politics I care 
for is the k ind of politics w here decen­ 
cy is combined with efficiency, and I 
hold tha t the only way by which a 
politician can efficiently serve his par­ 
ty is by helping the party to efficiently 
serve the people, and becau se the sen­ 
ator and those associated with him 
who have stood for those principles 
are on the platform.”
